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EXPLANATORY NOTE. 


For the purpose of recording the trade oarried by rail and river, the province of .Bengal 
i; divided into seven trade blooks, whioh are constituted os follows :— 

(1) Calcutta, consisting of the town of Oalontta, with Howrah and tho Kidderporo 

Docks. 

(2) Patna City, comprising the city of Patna, Bankipur, Digha Ghat and Dinapur. 

(3) The whole of Bihar, including Patna City and Cooch Behar. 

(4) Western Bengal, comprising the dhstriots of Burdwnn, Baukura, Birbhum, 

Midnapore, Hoosrhly, Murahidabad and part of Nadia (west of Matha- 
bhanga and the Hooghly). 

(5) Eastern Bengal, comprising part of Nadia (east of Mathabhanga and the 

Hooghly), 24-Parganas, Jessore and Khulna. 

(6) Chota Nagpur, comprising the Chota Nagpur Division and the Tributary State 

of Gangpur. 

(7) Orissa, comprising the Orissa Division and tho Mourbhanj State. 


A record of the trade of those blocks by rail, with one anothor and witli other provinces, 
is prepared in the railway audit offices from invoices of goods received. In a similar 
way, a record of trade carried by steamers botween different blocks of Bengal and Eastern 
Bengal and Assam and between Calcutta and the United Provinces is prepared from in voices 

E reserved in the offices of the various steamship companies. Tho trado carried by steamers 
etweeu Calcutta and the different blocks of Bengal is also registered in this way, but the 
steamer-borne trade of other blocks of Bengal with one anothor is not recorded. 

As regards tho traffic by oountry boat, th9ro are two stations in Eastern Bengal and 
Assam whioh record the trade of the province with the different internal blocks of Bengal, 
excluding Calcutta. Imports into, and oxports from, Calcutta by country boat are recorded 
by special agencies; but country-boat traffio between ouo block of Bengal and another 
is not registered. 

No road-borne trade is registered except that of Calcutta, and the statistics of this trado 
appear only in Tables "VI and VII which deal with the complete trade of the Calcutta block 
by all routes. 

The weights in those tables arc given in maunds of 82; lbs. and represent not weight, 
that is to say, a reduction at a'fixed conventional rate is mado from the actual gross weight of 
the goods as recorded on the invoices by railway or steamer companies. A list of the 
rates at which reduction is made appears in the appendix to this report. 

The value of the goods oarried by rail and by stoamer is not recorded on the invoices, 
and consequently average values have to be assigned to. eaoh article when the accounts are 
made up. Tho average values are determined in a variety of ways. In the case of 
merchandise imported by sea, such as piece-goods, metals, foreign liquors, salt, foreign sugar, 
kerosene oil,eto., average quarterly values are reported by the Collector of Customs in Calcutta. 
In the oases of the great majority of articles of Indian produce or manufacture, average 
market rates for eaoh quarter are reported by select offioers at Calcutta, Patna, Buulwan and 
Manbhum; and on these an average is struck for the whole province. Coal, cotton, grain 
and pulse, jute, oilseeds, hides and skins, fodder, etc., are reported in this way. Tho cost, 
price of opium is reported by tho Board of Revenue, United Provinces, and of bhany 
and charax by tho Board of Revenue, Lower Provinces. The cost price of ytuji is taken 
from the Excise Administration Report of Eastern Bengal and Assam, and the value rates 
for indigo and tea are calculated from Calcutta market reports.

REPORT 


ON THE 

TRADE CARRIED BY RAIL AND RIVER IN BENGAL 

IN THE 

OF-FICl^Ju YEAK 

1911 - 1912 . 


The climatic conditions of the year under review wore on the whole favourable for the 
principal crops of Bengal. Tho rainfall in April and May, though defective, was sufficient 
for the preparation of seed-beds and for ploughing. The monsoon arrived a few days before 
the normal date, but the advance was of a temporary nature. In June the rainfall, though 
slightly defective in pluces, was generally above the average. Tho July rain was insufficient 
in many districts, and transplantation of winter rice was delayed in consequence, but the 
deficiency was counterbalanced by tho copious and well distributed rainfall in August and 
September. Bains in October and November wore generally well distributed. But December 
was dry and January had a deficient rainfall; except in Orissa and Chota Nagpur, the fall 
in February was ot a defective nature. This shortage in rainfall affected the spring crops iu 
places. In Maroh the fall was generally above the average. 

• On the basis of the rates whioh prevailed at typical oentres, such as Calcutta, Patna, 
Burdwan and Manbhum, tho average retail prices of food-grains per maund during the year, 
as contrasted with those in the two previous years, were :—

These exports consist principally of goods whioh have been imported by sea into Calcutta, 
and also of the products of Calcutta and Bengal, both manufactured and natural. 
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< (2) Imports into Bengal, including Calcutta, from other provinoes. 

Goods sent to Calcutta for export by sea or for manufacture and to the rest of Bengal, 
consist principally of natural produoe and a few artioles of local manufacture.

The export trade was better by 16*1 millions of maunds, or 14*4 per cent, in point of volume, 

and by 672 lakhs of rupees, or 13*6 per cent, in point of value, 
Export* from Denial, including Cal- as compared with that of the preceding year. Tho chief 
cutto, to ot ei provinces. articles of export were ootton piece-goods, metals and manu~ 

faotures of metals, sugar, oils, gunny-bagB and oloth, coal and coke, rice, railway plant and 
rolling Btock, cotton twist and yarn aud spices. The despatches of cotton piece-goods and yarn 
of foreign manufacture amounted to Its. 1,234 lakhs, and of Indian origin to Ks. 160 lakhs: 
of the former, Eastern Bengal and Assam reoeived to the value of Ba. 623 lakhs, United 
Provinces Bs. 437 lakhs, Punjab Bs. 103 lakhs, Bajputana and Central India Bs. 19 lakhs, and 
Central Provinces and Berar Bs. 18 lakhs, while the chief recipients of the latter were Eastern 
Bengal and A&sam with Bs. 139 lakhs, and the United Provinoes with Bs. 10 lakhs. The 
exports of metals and manufactures thereof aggregated Bs. 636 lakhs, iron and steel together 
accounting for Bs. 529 lakhs. Of the total valuo, Eastern Bengal and Assam took 
Ks. 353 lakhs, while the share of tho United Provinoes was Bs. 182 lakhs. Sugar, both refined 
and unrefiuod, was despatched to the value of Bs. 448 lakhs, the receiving provinces* 
in tho order of importance being Eastern Bengal and Assam, the United Provinces, the 
Central Provinces, the Punjab and Bajputana and Contral India. The exports of oils of all 
kinds, tho predominant item being kerosone oil, aggregated Be. 324 lakhs, the share of 
Eastern Bengal and Assam being Bs. 220 lakhs, and of the United Provinces Bs. 67 lakhs.

As compared with the preceding year’s figures, the imports showed an inorease of 

15*5 per cent, in volume and 12*2 por cent. value. 
o.JcutS|‘from^h.r^ B rince.! ,nB B«w jute, tea, oil-seeds, groin and pulse, excluding wheat, 

hides and skins, wheat, raw ootton and opium, taken 
together, represent about 82 per cent, of the total imports. The arrivals of raw jute 
aggregated 31,699,528 maunds, valued at Bs. 2.099 lakhs: almost the entire quantity 
(31,595,504 maunds) came from Eastern Bengal and Assam, and the Calcutta block alone 
reoeived 21,832,126 maunds. It is well known that the bulk of this jute is destined for 
export abroad, a portion only being rotained for manufacture in the comparatively small 
number of mills which are situated within the limits of the Calcutta block. Imports of 
Indian tea amounted to 2,429,813 maunds, valued at Bs, 911 lakhs. The consignments 
came ohiefiy, as might be anticipated, from Eastern Bengal and Assam, t.e., from the blocks 
of Upper Assam, Lower Assam, Surma Valley and Bajshahi. The other principal articles

The largor part of the produoo imported into Calcutta by rail and river was derived 
from Western Bengal (mainly coal and coke, grain and pulse and gunny-bags), Chota Nagpur 
block (chiefly coal and coke, and metallio ores), Eastern Bengal blook (principally jute, 
grain and pulse, guftny-bags and doth, timber and kerosene oil), and Bihar (ohiefly oilseeds, 
jute, marble and stone, and grain and Dulse). The imports into the Eastern Bengal blook 
consist largely of coal and coke from Western districts and Chota Nagpur, of rice and paddy 
from Oaloutta and the Western districts, of metals and manufactures of metals and salt 
from Caloutta, and of jute from Calcutta, Bihar and Western Bengal. 

The Western Bengal block receives principally ooal and coke, metallio ores and timber 
from Cbota Nagpur; grain and pulse, salt, oiloake, sugar, metals and manufactures 
of metals, cotton manufactures, timber and tobaooo from Caloutta; marble and stone, 
ojlseeds, grain and pulse, and tobacco from Bihar ; and kerosene oil from Eastern Bengal. 

The Bihar blook reoeives chiefly ooal and coke from Chota Nagpur and the Western 
Bengal districts ; salt, cotton manufactures, sugar, and iron and steel from Calcutta; and 
kerosene oil from Eastern Bengal. 

Chota Nagpur blook imports gram and pulse and rice from Bihar, Western Bengal and 
Calcutta and metals from Caloutta. 

The exports from the Western Bengal block consist chiefly of coal and coke and 

S ain and pulse sent to Caloutta, and coal and coke to the Eastern Bengal and Bihar blooks. 

iota Nagpur supplies principally ooal and eoke to Calcutta and all other blooks of 
Bengal. Bihar sends oilseeds and jute chiefly to Caloutta, marble and stone to Caloutta 
and Western Bengal blooks, and grain and pulse to Calcutta and Chota Nagpur. The 
abides most largoly exported from Caloutta are Balt, grain and pulse, wrought iron and 
steel, sugar, railway materials, ootton goods and oilcake; and from the Eastern Bengal 
block, jute and its manufaotureB, timber, kerosene oil, grain and pulse, and fodder.
